St. 
Petersburg, Aug. 3.— The 
em­ 
peror has received tile following dis­ 
patch from General Kuropatkin, dated 
Aug. I : 
’’According to the reports of the of­ 
ficer commanding the Eastern portion 
of our army, his troops, after abandon­ 
ing advance positions in the Yanghe 
puss, retired in the direction of Lian- 
diansian, towards Saimatsza and Liao­ 
yang. 
•‘Yesterday our troops, after a stub­ 
born 
;ight, retired 
from their 
ad­ 
vanced posts to their principal posi­ 
tion, but 
aithougli our troops 
held 
their advanced positions they sustain­ 
ed heavy losses. 
I hope that in their 
main positions they w ill maintain a 
successful struggle, even against the 
num erically superior enemy. 
“ According to reports received dur­ 
ing the past few days, General Kuroki 
effected a concentration of his forces 
in order to strike in the direction of 
Saimatsza and Liaoyang. 
“ All the Japanese troops which were 
posted in the direction of Bensikhon 
and near Sassyr, seemed to be intend­ 
ed to operate on the right hank of the 
Ta it se river. 
“ Today the enemy is acting unde­ 
cidedly on the southern front, but a 
reconnaissance has 
ascertained the

and removing her papers.” 


Tw o Japanese Schooners Sunk. 


Two more .Japanese sc hooners laden 
with salt were then sunk. 
The steamer Schlnau, from Australia 
for Yokohama, was inspected and re­ 
leased 
Ju ly 24 the Thea (a German vessel 
of 934 tons register) “ with a full cargo 
of fish from America to Yokohama, 
was stopped. 
She was regarded as a 
legal prize and her crew was taken 
off and the vessel sunk, owing to the 
impossibility of bringing her to a Rus­ 
sian port.”
